/ respect the right of West Nally to exercise a strong in- 
fluence an the ASF‘s international commitments; after all, 
they are pouring big money into the ASF coffers. 

But f doubt if they will get value for their dollars as long as 
they deal with the top-heavy, highly bureaucratised and, in 


international affairs, semi-illiterate ASF. 


The most stunning part of the announced cancellation of 
the November tournament was the admission that “Sydney 
would have no suitable grounds... as the SCG will be used 


for cricket.*’ 


_ Cricket didn't book the SCG last week or even last month. 
Didn't the ASF know this before? Don’t they even make a 
phone call the check ground availability when they make their 


plans? 


Apparently not. Oh, my God! Any hope for soccer? 
in view of this well-publicised non-event, it’s hardly sur- 
prising that the ASF wil! turn the position of national coach 


into a part-time job. 


Some months ago, again in these columns, I strongly advo- 
cated just that. Maybe they would have done it anyway; 
maybe not. The ASF, like the Vatican, does not divulge its 
motivations and hardly ever shows any reaction to Press sug- 


gestions or criticism. 


There can be no doubt that Les Scheinflug, ane of our most 
experienced senior coaches, is wasting his time as a fulltime 


coech. 


tn May he took the youth team to Mexico for three games 
— and in December he may take the national side to Sing-

Scheinflug said he definitely would pro- 
mote David Lowe (Newcastle) and 
McCulloch from the national youth team 
to the senior Socceroos. 

And he stressed that he would recall 
stopper Blair, although he was ommitted 
by stand-in coach Frank Arok from the 
three match series against England a few 
months ago.

Melbourne S.C., meanwhile, will make a bid for one of the vac- 
ancies left in the Victorian State League, by the departure of four 
clubs to the NSL. 

Melbourne, also known as Hungaria, won the Australia Cup 
during its heyday. 

The club moves from Middle Park to a new ground in Febru- 
ary. 

The new ground is J.T. Gray Reserve in Kororoit Creek Road, 
Williamstown. 

It comprises 5 3/4 acres of land, dressing rooms and a pavilion 
which currently is being built. The first stage will cost $34,000, 
including floodlights.

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Paul Lewis 
outscored 


_ Paul Lewis wants to play for Australia in 
the next World Cup, definitely will play in the 
NSL next year wearing either a Green Gully 
strip or another club’s colors, reckons Len 
NicKendry is the best coach in Australia, and 
wants to put an end to talk about him trialling 
with leading English clubs. 


“My goal is to get into the 
Australian national side. Sure, 
I'd love to be a full time pro- 
fessional again but it looks like 
those days are gone. Now that 
it looks very unlikely that I'll 
play for Wales, I'd like to get 
imo the Australian team. 

Like his coach at Gully, 

‘David Smaliman, Lewis is 
quick to point out that he’s not 
English. He’s Welsh and proud 
of it. 

Paul Lewis, 22, hails from 
Mancot, a small town in the 
Welsh north, just outside 
Chester. He signed schoolboy 
forms with Liverpool as a 14 
year old and spent all his holi- 
days for the next two years 
training at Anfield. Liverpool 
didn’t offer him an apprentice- 
ship. 

Burnley, Sheffield Wednes- 
day, Sheffield United and 
Wrexham followed suit. So it 
was back to the roots for the 
blond haired striker and after 
a two year apprenticeship with 
Chester, then in Third Divi- 
Sion, Lewis was signed as a 
professional. 

_ He only played a handful of 
first team games for Chester, 
spending most of his time in 
the reserves competing in the 
Lancashire League. 

Lewis’ attacking cohort then 
was [an Rush, now well estab- 
lished as a goalscorer for Liv- 
erpool and Wales, however 
Rush had to take a back seat 
while Lewis slammed in 29 
goals in one season and was 
leading scorer twice, feats 
which prompted Chester man- 
ager Alan Oakes to declare: 
“You could score goals in any 
company.” 


But after a year as a profes- 
sional, Lewis was let go by 
Oakes, and even now finds that 
hard to explain. . 


Lewis went to Newport for 
trials. Newport wasn’t inter- 


had joined the club about to 
write its name indelibly into 
the history books of Victorian 
soccer, winning every honor 
Possible over a staggering 
three year period. 

Bobby McLachlan, then 
Gully manager, now the boss 
at Footscray J.U.S.T., wanted 
Lewis and his new bride, 
Mandy, to arrive here in time 
for the 1981 Ampol Cup. 
McLachlan kept telling the 
press that Lewis would be out 
any day but aS each week 
passed and Lewis still held up 
by Immigration red tape, it 
seemed that we'd never get to 
see what Gully’s new import 
was like.

Things were different in

“Kevin Wall returned to 
Frankston City and I think the 
supporters got onto Bobby 
McLachlan’s back a bit about 
me scoring goals and not get- 
ting a regular game Anyway, 
Jast year it was me and big 
Gus (Macleod) up front and it 
worked really well. We used to 
knock balls from the back 
looking for Gus and I'd work 
off his flick-ons."' 

Macleod had been leading 
State League scorer in 1981 but 
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Paul Lewis has just 
Scored one of his many 
goals this season. 


‘And this year I think I'ma 
100 per cent better player for 
what I've learned under Len 
McKendry at the start of the 
season. He used to take me 
aside and show me how to hold 
the ball and turn opponents. I 
never really had the con- 
fidence’to do that last year 

“Len’s the best coach in 
Australia. He knows so much 
about the game and as soon as 
he came to Green Gully he im- 
pressed me.” 3 

Green Gully Ajax expects to 
play in the NSL next year and 
you can expect astute treasur- 
er Arnold Langer soon will be 
running around trying to make 
sure Paul Lewis is green and 
white property for another 
season at least.

This declaration comes 
after strong criticism from the 
club’s foundation members of 
Wallace's failure to get results 
in 1983. The members claimed 
Wallace had failed to create a 
professional atmosphere 
within the club 

They also urged the club 
board to appoint a local coach 
next year because Wallace al- 
legedly had neglected local 
talent and the club had lost its 
Wollongong identity, it was 
claimed. 

Wollongong is expected to 
make a call for applications 
shortly. 

“The club has said nothing 
to me so far but if they want to 
advertise the position it means 
they are not interested in me 
any more,’’ Wallace said. 

Club secretary John Viiets- 
tra said the club was bound to 
abide by the wishes of its fans. 

“And if the message is loud 
and clear we have to respect 
their demands,”’ Vlietstra 
said. 

But the Wollongong secre- 
tary said Wallace was not to 
blame for Wollongong’s 
dismal record in 1983 

Wollongong is struggling to 
avoid the wooden spoon after 
finishing third in the 1982 
championship. 

“Our main aim this year 
was the survival of the club,” 
Viietstra said 

“And consequently, Wallace 
was forced to work with a 
limited budget and a small 
playing staff.”’ 

Meanwhile, Wollongong is 
making a strong bid to draw 
several Sydney-based [la- 
warra players back to the re- 
gion. And the powerful St. 


George fullback David Skeen 
is its main target. 

Skeen, who lives in suburban 
Wollongong, said he would 
“love to return” to the city 
where he played his first foot- 
ball 


But St George Manager 
Erank Arok said he would only 
part with Skeen for a fee of 


‘““Skeen is one of my most re- 
liable players and Wollongong 
would have to come up with 
$20,000 to get him,”’ Arok said 

The high transfer fee seems 
a bit too much for the finan- 
cially-hit club but Vlietstra 
said he had every reason to be- 
lieve both parties would be 
able to reach a compromise 

Wollongong also is expected 
to make a bid for Sydney City 
pair Paul Kay and Graham 
Fletcher.

Docherty slams Dickson 


For sale: $2,000 
worth of soccer mer- 
chandise. Has played 
over 300 first team 
games in the Scottish 
Leagues.

That’s the outcome of last 
week’s story in “Soccer Ac- 
tion’’ on sacked Albion striker 
Peter Dickson, who finally 
fronted the VSF tribunal last 
week and was suspended till 
the end of this season. Which 
means that the former Scot- 
tish international will be avail- 
able to play next year for any 
club of his choice, with the 
rider of a $2,000 transfer fee 

Dickson claimed in last 
week’s ‘Soccer Action’’ that 
he still was owed money by Al- 
bion. His team manager, Joe 
Docherty, responded: 

“Peter Dickson is lucky that 


we let him stay in the country 
until October, when his visa 
expires. If I had had my way, 
we would have sent him home 
after he was sent off against 
Croydon,” said Docherty. 


“And as for his comments 
that people had told him that 
he was going to be deported — 
what a lot of rubbish. These 
comments certainly didn’t 
come from Albion. We've in- 
formed the Immigration De- 
partment that we won't be re- 
newing his visa after it runs 
out in October but if he can 
find another club then that’s 
his business.”' 


If Dickson can’t find a new 
club soon, Albion will pay for 
his fare back to Scotland. Ac- 
cording to Docherty, Dickson 
hasn't exactly fitted in well at 
Albion, the club he joined earl- 
ier this year, after being im- 
ported by Green Gully Ajax in 
1982 

‘As far as I’m concerned, 
Dickson has broken his con- 
tract. He’s been cautioned 
nine times, served two weeks 
of suspensions because of the 
cautions and been sent off 
once. In my opinion, he’s not 
served us to the best of abili- 
ty,"’ said Docherty.
